U.S. Orders Immediate Embargo On 
Exports Of Soybeans, Other Items

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Nixon administration, alarmed 
at soaring livestock feed costs 
has ordered an immediate em­ 
bargo on further exports of 
high-protein soybeans and other 
oilseed products. 
“This is a drastic action,’’ 
Agriculture Secretary Earl L. 
Butz told a news conference 
Wednesday. “ It was not taken 
lightly.” 
Butz said, however, that the 
e m ba rg o—d irec ted 
m a i nly 
at 
soybeans—would 
not 
reduce 
their exports greatly. He esti­ 
mated that about 30 million 
bushels of soybeans probably 
would be saved by the embar­ 
go,a quantity he said might he 
worth $300 million at current 
prices. 
One official said that a sav­ 
ings of 30 million bushels of 
soybeans represents less than a 
two 
weeks 
supply 
for U.S. 
users. 
Sales to foreign markets from 
the 1972 soybean crop were 
roughly 450 million bushels. 
The order was Issued 
by 
Commerce Secretary Frederick 
B. Dent, who said that the em­ 
bargo would last at least until 
new crops of .soybeans and cot­ 
tonseed, also covered, are har­ 
vested next fall. 
Farmers, particularly poultry 
men, have complained that soy- 
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bean meal, a prime ingredient 
in feed preparation, is so costly 
that they have had to cut back 
on production. 
Cost of living Council direc­ 
tor John T. Dunlop called the 
embargo a move by the admin­ 
istration to put American con­ 
sumers ahead of foreign trade. 
George B. Watts, president of 
the National Broiler Council, 
told a reporter that the embar­ 
go effect might be slow in com­ 
ing. 
“We’l have to wait and see,” 
Watts said. “It may provide re­ 
lief, especially to those who are 
out of meal and can buy more 
if the price goes down. For 
those who have already stocked 
up. it could be another story.” 
The broiler chicken people 
want further relief, including 
exemptions 
from 
the 
price 
f.eeze to help offset high feed 
costs. Butz, answering report­ 
ers’ questions, said the freeze 
is causing (a creeping paral­ 
ysis” in the food industry. 
However, Dent added quickly 
that the embargo on soybeans 
had “no relation” to the freeze 
and was taken strictly on the 
basis of reports that exports 
were rising much more rapidly 
than previously anticipated.

The amendm.ent also was In­ 
cluded in a third bill, the con­

resolution to provide 
funding for federal

after Saturday night, when the 
current fiscal year ends. Con­ 
gress has not approved regular 
appropriations 
for the 
fiscal 
year beginning July 1, and gov­ 
ernment agencies need the con­ 
tinuing resolution if they are to 
have funds to operate. 
The appropriations bill prob­ 
ably will come before the Sen­ 
ate 
Appropriations 
Comittee 
today, and seems certain to 
reach the President, with the 
anti bombing 
amendment, be­ 
fore the week ends. 
As pa?sed by the House Tues­ 
day,

amendment 
bars 
funds, both already provided 
and those appropriated by the 
resolution, to be used for any

And unless the fisher­ 
man washes his hands, some 
ot" the fuel, is transmitted to' his. 
lures, making the same device 
that is supposed to catch the fish 
actually repel them. Lures tend 
to build up a deposit of foreign 
material that may drastically 
affect an angler’s success.

experts 
at 
one 
research center 
recommend 
actually washing fishing lures 
in a mild soap solution several 
times a year. The repulsive 
odors leave and the finish on 
the lures become brightened. 
The lures should be rinsed, then 
hung indoors to dry, the 
researchers tell us, and actually 
polished with, a clean, soft 
cotton cloth to improve their 
lustre. 
Biologists became aware that 
the human, smell serves as a 
fish repeient quite by accident 
several years ago. While at a. 
fish passage station on a 
western stream, a biologist 
noticed that when a person 
placed his hands in the water 
upstream from the observation 
point, all of the fish immediate­ 
ly left.

followed and it was determined 
that natural smells from people 
w O' u. I d cause the erratic 
behavior in fish. 
No, there’s no way devised 
yet for a fisherman to tell if 
his own odor happens to be 
íepulsive to fish although some 
anglers* assume the worst and 
doctor their lures with an ar­ 
tificial smell that they feel is 
attractive to the fish. Some 
even go so far as to wear thin 
rubber gloves, much like a 
surgeon.

On Interstate 69, about 10 miles north­ 
east of Marion County line, there Is an 
overpass with a sign saying it’s Cynthe- 
anne Road. 
Any motorist with the slightest inter­ 
est in place names is bound to be in­ 
trigued. After scooting under Cynthe- 
anne overpass a few dozen times this 
particular motorist simply had to know 
who the lady was. 
The state highway map indicated the 
road runs between Noblesville and Fort- 
rille. Bill Gifford at the Noblesville 
Ledger said Oscar Musselman, Nobles­ 
ville farm equipment dealer, lives on 
Cyntheanne Road. 
Oscar said he had lived out there all 
his life and it never occurred to him to 
question the origin of the name. There 
also is a Cyntheanne Christian Church, 
he said, and maybe the Willis Burke 
family nearby would know. 
Mrs. Burke said she had worked on 
the church history but knew only that 
it seemed to have been named for an old 
town, now gone. She thought Harry Hur- 
lock of the Hamilton County surveyor’s 
office might know where the name came 
from. 
Harry said no, he didn’t know, but at­ 
torney Joseph G. Roberts is working on 
the county sesquicentennial celebration 
this year and might help. 
Roberts said he did know a little. The 
community of Cyntheanne originally 
was platted by one Ison Garrett in 1834 
as Cinthia Ann. It apparently was a sub­ 
stantial town. It had 80 lots in two ad­ 
ditions and all were sold.

LOWER SPEED LIMIT 
The State of Indiana has put limits of 
90 and 50 miles an hour on tne driving of 
the five thousand vehicles which it owns 
(4,925 to be exact). The drivers of pas­ 
senger cars are directed to stay under 60 
miles an hour, and the drivers of trucks 
are instructed to keep them under 50 
miles an hour. The pasted limits of speed 
for all vehicles now are 70 on interstate 
routes and 65 on state highways. Gov. 
Bowen is to be commended for instigat- 
• ing the action. 
The state action is taken to save gaso­ 
line, since vehicles operate more effi­ 
ciently and get more miles to a gallon of 
gasoline at lower speeds. 
State officials have under considera­ 
tion the extension of these lower limits 
to all vehicles, and that should be done. 
It would save both fuel and lives, for 
speed also is a major factor in causing 
accidents and increased the fatalities in 
accidents. 
The problem of traffic coming in from 
other states is not particularly signifi­ 
cant. Individual states now have differ­ 
ent speed limits and traffic regulations. 
Tht real problem will be with trucks — 
not the state-owned trucks, which always 
seem to be driven rather carefully, but 
the commercial trucks, which even now 
Ky no attention to the established speed 
aits. Moreover, the trucks overdrive 
their brakes. They simply can not stop in 
time to avert an accident at the speeds 
they drive, and they are a threat to the 
safety of everybody else on the road. 
There is every reason why the state 
should extend the new, lower speed limits 
to all vehicles. There is too much to be 
saved in fuel and lives not to do it.

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A new dean has been selected 
to head Indiana's largest law 
school, and those making' 'the 
d e c i s i o n 
are 
to 
be 
congratulated. 
As predicted in this column 
some months ago, the best man 
was found already on the staff 
of Indiana University School of 
Law in Indianapolis. Wil iam F. 
Harvey will replace Cleon H. 
Foust, retiring dean who will 
remain on the faculty. Harvey 
has been a professor at the 
school since 1968. 
Why is the selection of im­ 
portance 
to 
the 
average 
Hoosier? As the largest in the 
state, the school graduates 
more practicing lawyers, has an 
active alumna made up of more 
than its share of judges, 
legislators, 
political 
leaders, 
and even former Governors. 
Several members of the current 
G e n e r a 1 
Assembly 
are 
graduates or presently enrolled 
in classes at the school. Present 
plans for construction of the 
new State Judicial building 
adjoining the Law School, will 
increase importance of the 
school. Such a complex would 
rival the legal teaching facilities 
of the Inns of the Court in 
England. 
Harvey is a legal scholar as 
well as? a popular and com­ 
petent instructor. His courses in 
evidence and civil procedure 
were well organized, with each 
chapter summarized in outline 
form for students. Immediately 
after adoption of a new Indiana 
Code of Civil Procedure, Harvey 
authored a two volume text, as 
well as conducting training 
seminars for practicing at* 
tornics. 
An activist, Harvey prepared 
and helped the Indianapolis Bar 
Association 
present 
summer 
teaching seminars for junior 
and senior high school teachers, 
superintendents and principáis. 
More than 100 have gathered 
each summer for the two week 
courses, to learn concepts of 
law. and how the concepts are 
a part of American history, 
government, social studies and 
even mathematics. 
T e a c h e r s’ completing the 
course are able to show tht 
development of our law, and 
make it applicable to current 
times. Statistics had shown that 
20 per cent of all convicted 
defendants in Federal courts 
were under 21 years of age. 
Harvey said: “Young people 
are totally uninformed and 
misinformed about the legal 
system, of which they are a 
Part. Ignorance of the concepts 
of administration of law con­ 
tributes. not* causes, frequent 
participation in illegalities.” 
As an author, Harvey has 
written monthly articles for the 
Indiana Bar Association Journal 
on new developments in the law 
as they affect the trial lawyer. 
He Is 
an 
expert in the 
relationship between law and 
medicine, of increasing im­ 
portance. He has co-authored 
articles with a doctor-lawyer, 
one of his former students in 
Kansas', considered a world­ 
wide authority on the exact 
moment when life begins and 
death occurs. 
Professor Harvey told me: 
‘The two questions of when life 
begins and when death occurs 
touches on almost every area 
of the law. The law of abortion 
is directly related to when life 
begins and when death is 
present, Wills, property rights, 
insurance, 
Workman’s 
Com­ 
pensation and euthanasia are 
only a few examples, not to 
mention the area of homo­ 
transplantation.” 
Born in Missouri, Harvey 
leceived his law degree from 
G e o r g e t o w n University in 
Washington, D. C. He worked 
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on the staff for two federal 
judges 
when Chief Justice 
Warren Burger was a member 
of the Supreme Court. Harvey 
said: ‘‘I talked with him quite 
a bit, and I have never known 
a non-doctor who is better in­ 
formed and reasons better in 
that area. His intellectual en­ 
thusiasm certainly whetted my 
curiosity in the field.” 
Harvey moved to Topeka, 
Kansas, teaching at the law 
school and lecturing in classes 
at 
the 
famous* 
Menninger 
Foundation. The 41 year old 
dean has been a member of 
the Governor’s Committee on 
Mental Health laws, and is a 
member of the Indiana Supreme 
Court Advisory Committee on 
Rules of Practice. He has 
received numerous awards for 
outstanding teaching.

NEW YORK (AP) - Produc­ 
er Joseph Papp, who only last 
July signed a much-publicized 
contract to produce classical 
and 
contemporary dramatic 
works for CBS TV, now says he 
considers that pact "null and 
void.” 
So does CBS, thus providing 
an unhappy ending to an 11- 
month union that began on a 
happy note with word that 
Papp and his New York Shake­ 
speare Festival Public 'Theater 
would branch into network TV. 
The venture turned sour in 
March when Papp sharply criti­ 
cized CBS for postponing the 
festival’s TV version of "Sticks 
and Bones,” a strong, bitter 
Broadway play about the home­ 
coming of a blinded Vietnam 
veteran. 
The finale came undramati- 
cally this week when the con­ 
troversial producer was being 
interviewed. He said matter-of- 
factly that CBS hadn't renewed 
the June 1 option on the four- 
year contract he signed last 
year. 
“ It means then that they 
have decided not to proceed 
with my future productions 
with the New York Shake­ 
speare Festival,” added Papp, 
the founder and head of the fes­ 
tival. 
The non-renewal of Papp’s 
option hadn’t been publicly an­ 
nounced by CBS, although CBS 
confirmed Papp’s report when 
asked about it. 
CBS declined to comment on 
the reasons for its action. 
Papp was surprisingly mild 
about CBS’ decision. He said he 
felt it meant CBS officials 
"have stepped away from that 
much-heralded agreement and 
announcement that CBS was 
launching into serious dram a.” 
The launch formally occurred 
Feb. 2, when CBS broadcast the 
Shakespeare Festival’s TV ver­ 
sion of its "Much Ado About 
Nothing,” production, which on 
Broadway had received wide 
critical acclaim. 
Despite continued acclaim for 
the TV model, the Bard proved 
a bomb in terms of TV ratings. 
It was seen in an estimated 6 1 
million homes, whereas “All in 
the Family” appeared in 22.4 
million that week. 
“Sticks and Bones,” another 
Festival production, first seen 
on Broadway, was about to go 
on TV in March when CBS sud­ 
denly postponed it, denying that 
the refusal of 71 CBS affiliates 
to carry it was a factor. 
The network said it had de­ 
cided against airing it then be­ 
cause it might prove "unneces-

Senate has voted to make elec­ 
tion day a national holiday but 
defeated a proposal to shorten 
the length of presidential cam­ 
paigns. 
The election day holiday was 
approved 
by

Wednesday 
before 
the 
bill 
passed 71 to 25 and was sent to 
the House. 
Sen. Hubert H. Humphrey of­ 
fered the holiday amendment, 
contending it is hard for many 
working people to get to the 
polls on time and a holiday 
would encourage voter turnout. 
The proposal by Sen. Robert 
C. Byrd, D W.Va., to set feder­ 
al elections on the first Tues­ 
day in October was eliminated 
after it ran afoul of a number 
of objections. 
One was that it would often 
conflict with Jewish holidays. 
Another was that college stu­ 
dents would be unable to m eet 
residence requirements, usually 
30 days, if elections were held 
in early October. 
The bill wound up leaving the 
date of federal elections on the 
first Tuesday after the first 
Monday in November.

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One of the most dramatic 
moments In the Old Testament 
occured when a prophet named 
Elijah stood, on a mountain in 
Israel and challenged hundreds 
of pagan priests, the citizens 
of the nation and a wicked 
and queen to a duel. 
'The duel was 'not of fists or 
swords but of bulls! What had 
happened was this. The nation 
of Israel, headed by Ahab, 
seventh king to rule, had turned 
to a god called Baal. Baal had 
been imported to Israel by 
Ahab’s wife Jezebel. He was a 
god of gluttony, sex and 
violence. The people soon 
followed him and not 'the 'Lord 
God Jehovah who was the real 
God of the people. 
Elijah grew tired of this 
situation 
in 
which 
Israel 
became one vast cesspool of 
moral corruption in Baal’s 
name, He came to Ahab one 
d ay 
with 
his 
proposed 
challenge. Let there be a 
contest. Let the priests of Baal 
and the prophet of God choose 
a bull and place it on an altar. 
Then after each has called on 
his particular god, the god who 
would answer by fire and 
consume the offering would then 
'be the undisputed god of all 
Israel. 
Ahab and Jezebel accepted 
the challenge and the date was 
set. The day would be a 
holiday and tfl of Israel would 
go to the top of Mount Carmel 
to witness the trial by fire. 
The contest took place as 
scheduled. 
Elijah 
as 
the 
challenger allowed the priests 
of Baal to go first. They placed 
their sacrifice on the Altar and 
began 
their 
weird 
pagan 
prayers. From morning till 
night they prayed and no god 
heard. Finally they began to cut 
themselves in a frenzy and as 
a finale to their act they 
collapsed, totally exhausted. 
Now Elijah steps into the 
lim elight. With thousands 
watching he quietly prays to his 
God. No tantrum, no raving, no 


screaming or scheming. He 
prays a simple prayer. The one 
true God of Israel listens and 
grants his request. The sacrifice 
on the altar is consumed and 
even the water which Elijah has 
placed 
in the 
trench 
is 
evaporated and consumed. 
The people standing on the 
sidelines began to shout, “The 
Lord He is the 'God. 'The Lord 
He is the God.” In a sequel 
to this story the priests of Baal 
are slaughtered and the people 
return to the Lord God Jehovah. 
The nation of Israel had been 
caught up in godles’sness, im­ 
morality and sin. Things were 
not too different from our own 
time. The people loved illicit 
sex. Material goods became 
more important than their souls. 
Live, enjoy yourself; this was 
the order of the day. 
Elijah knew that the people 
had to te brought back to God. 
One look around the United 
States of America shows that 
America is in need of rescue 
from its own god, Baal. We are 
in the 197th year of our in­ 
dependence and it seems as if 
we have declared our in­ 
dependence from God. 
We have grown accustom to 
the worship of sex, glamour, 
goods and other gods of chrome, 
metal, plastic and steel. In the 
worship race it seems as if God 
almighty has lost. When we look 
at our beloved country we see 
problems. The “cold war” is 
still on in spite of pronoun­ 
cements from high places to the 
contrary. The problem of the 
environment 
becomes 
more 
crucial each day. Crime is 
uncontrolled and most of us are 
concerned with the spiraling 
cost of living. 
The soothsayers have all sorts 
of economic and political an­ 
swers to the dilemma of the 
day.

On some warm, clear July 
evening, when the moon is not 
in the sky, go outside after dark 
and get a comfortable place to 
sit away from street lights and 
other sources of illumination. As 
your eyes adjust to the dark, 
you will notice more and more 
stars in the sky. 
After 15 or ,20 minutes, you 
should be able to see a faintly 
luminous band passing across 
the heavens. You might at first 
think that this is simply a thin 
cloud overhead, but you should 
soon notice that it seems to be 
fixed among the stars. This is 
the Milky Way, and a telescope 
reveals that it consists of 
myriads of stars — most of 
which would appear even larger 
and brighter than our own sun 
if seen at close range. 
The Milky Way appears 
because the number of stars 
along the luminous band is 
greater 'than in regions of the 
sky away from the band. This 
was discovered nearly three 
centuries ago, around the time 
of the American Revolution, by 
English astronomer Sir William 
Herschel who proposed that the 
Milky Way could be explained 
if we regarded the sun and 
earth as lying at the center of 
a vast grindstone — or wheel­ 
shaped collection of stars which 
a beam of starlight would 
require several thousand years 
to cross. 
A l m o s t 50 years ago, 
American astronomer Harlow 
Shapley discovered that this 
was not so. He showed that we 
live in a disk of stars nearly 
10 times larger than had been 
earlier thought and that the aun 
was far away from the center 
of the disk. 
We now know that our Milky 
Way galaxy is a disk consisting 
of more than one hundred 
billion stars along with clouds

of gas and dust which a beam 
of light would require one 
hundred thousand years to 
cross, and that our Solar 
System lies nearly two-thirds of 
the way out from the center 
of this disk. 
We also have learned, in this 
century, that our galaxy is not 
alone in the universe. Powerful 
telescopes have made it possible 
for men to see that beyond the 


relatively nearby stars of our 
own galaxy there lies a great 
volume of relatively empty 
space to which myriads of other 
galaxies of many sizes and 
shapes exist — many of which 
are even larger and brighter 
than our galaxy. 
Thus the luminous Milky Way 
that we see in our sky is simply 
our own galaxy viewed from the 
inside looking outward. 
During the month of July, 
Jupiter is a conspicuous evening 
star, and this gas giant is well 
up in the eastern sky by mid­ 
night. Mars rises before mid­ 
night, and the red planet should 
be high in the sky during the 
early morning before sunrise. 
Watch your local television 
news for times when Skylab will 
be visible. 
Phases of the moon for July 
are: first quarter, July 7; full, 
July 15; last quarter, July 23; 
full, July 29.

Norton Brown was hunting in 
Washington near the Canadian 
border when a hunter’s bullet 
almost ended his life. 
A 39-year-old Navy chief pet­ 
ty officer at the time, Brown 
relates that a 15-year-cid boy 
came over a hill and thought he 
spotted a deer In the brush. 
“I was the deer, and the kid 
was an excellent shot,” Brown 
says. “Matter of fact, 1 don’t 
think I could have stood it if I 
had. been shot by a kid with 
bum aim. ’ * 
The bullet struck Brown, who 
grew up in Muncie, in the back. 
For a time the fight was for his 
life. Then doctors told him to 
do all his living in 10 years. 
Eighteen years later, Brown 
gloats about proving the doc­ 
tors wrong. Although paralyzed 
from the waist down, he is a 
fisherman, hunter, swimmer, 
skeet and trap shooter. 
He has graduated from In­ 
diana University with a degree 
in education and earned a mas­ 
ter’s degree from the Univer­ 
sity of Illinois. 
Today, Brown is executive di­ 
rector of Goodwill Industries of 
New Albany. 
Brown credits in addition to 
his. wife, Eva, and. .sons,. Mike 
and Pat, a Navy nurse with 
helping him through the critical 
weeks after the hunting acci­ 
dent.“She realized that regulation 
were made to be broken,” 
Brown says. “Every time I’d 
get way down in the dumps she 
would slip me a shot of good 
bourbon to cheer me up. I still 
remember the Christmas of 
1956. The other fellows in the 
hospital kept asking if she were 
going to decorate for Christmas 
and she answered, 'Yeah, I’m 
going to use bourbon balls.’ ” 
The nurse proved to Brown 
someone other than his imme­ 
diate family cared because she 
could have lost her commission 
if caught supplying him liquor. 
Thirty-five persons, the ma­ 
jority of them handicapped, 
work for Brown at the Goodwill 
store. His main goal is to place 
all oí them in better paying 
jobs. 
“You see why I love these 
people,” he says.

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Tour Growing Crop 
Some soybean fields are 
heavily infested with fox-tail. 
This is due to the fact that a 
soybean herbicide was not used 
this spring.

The first question you might 
ask is what can I do about the 
grass in my soybeans? At this 
late date cultivation is 'the best 
answer. On the average, it pays 
to broadcast a herbicide for 
soybeans if you have a grass 
or weed problem. So plan a 
broadcast program for next 
year if you have a problem this 
year. 
Chemical Damage on Soybeans 
Several

showing some damage form 
Lorox on soybeans. This has 
generally appeared on the later 
planted soybeans. Lorox is 
recommended at rates from one 
to three pounds per acre, 
although the soil organic matter 
content and, soil condition have 
been the reasons for Lorox 
damage. 
The soybean fields on which 
I have observed damage will 
not have « reduction in yield, 
A soybean plant will, continue 
to grow with most of the leaves 
damaged if the growing tip is 
not damaged. If you are con-

cerned about some chemical 
damage this year on soybeans 
check your soil organic matter 
with amounts of chemicals to 
be used in the future. 
Cultivation of those soybeans 
is a must this year because of 
soil compaction caused by 
excessive rains. You should 
cultivate these soybeans to 
aeriate the soil, although you 
have no weeds. 
The Unwanted Weed 
Canadia 
Thistle — 
‘The 
following is an abstract from 
the Canadian Thistle Law: 
“Every person, firm, or 
corporation owning real estate 
in the State of Indiana which 
shall include all lands or real 
estate owned by the United 
States government and the State 
of Indiana within this state shall 
be required to destroy Canadian 
Thistles, Cirsium Arvense by 
c u t t l n g , or plowing, or 
cultivtion, or smothering, or by 
use of chemicals in the bud 
stage of growth or earlier or 
as to prevent seed production 
as provided in this act.”1 
For c h e m i c a l control 
measures of Canadian Thistle 
there are several chemicals 
recommended for use on crop 
land and non-crop land. If you 
have Canadian Thistle and need 
information fo r controlling 
them, drop in or call the County 
Extension Office and ask for 
Bulletin ID-1, entitled “Weeding 
with Chemicals.”

In recent weeks s 
SPECIAL — The great insect 
hunt is on! And leading the 
brigade of hunters this summer 
are some 55,009 4-H boys and 
girls in the national 4-H en­ 
tomology program sponsored by 
Hercules Incorporated. 
This year is expected to be 
a particularly busy one for the 
young 4-H entomologists. With 
a wet spring through much of 
the nation, mosquitos are 
promised in great numbers. And 
(Aer insects are expected to 
provide good hunting for the 
young people armed with net 
and killing can. 
Supervised by the Cooperative 
Extension Service, the 4-H 
entomologists start their study 
by making collections of insects 
common to their areas. They 
learn insect control and as 
much as possible about each 
species. 
Along with the problems 
caused by a huge infestation of 
mosquitos, the 
young 
en­ 
tomologists are confronted with 
increasing numbers of gypsy 
moths, particularly the Nor­ 
theast and Northwest sections 
of the country. 
Gypsy 
moth larvae 
are 
particularly damaging to the 
foliage of trees and other 
plants. And as hitchhikers, they 
are unsurpassed as they travel 
from one area to another by 
car, truck, camper and rail. 
Campers are 
particularly 
cautioned 'to remove .insect 
larvae from their gear before 
traveling home or another 
destination. 
Of a less pesty nature is the 
expected appearance of the 17 
year locust during 1973. The 
locust population will be in the 
millions but fortunately, they do 
little or no harm to plants, 
animals and humans. 
Looking for the gypsy moth, 
tie 17 year locust and helping 
control mosquitos are just a few 
activities carried on by 4-H’ers 
in the 4-H entomology program. 
Besides helping young people 
In their study of science and 
the appreciation of community 
for insect control, the 4-H’crs 
can earn other recognition 
provided 
by 
Hercules

corporated. 
Four young entomologists, in 
each county, can earn medals 
of honor and a $50 U.S. Savings 
Bond is to be awarded the 
winner in each state.

Meanwhile, preparations are 
being made for an upcoming 
battle 
on 
Presidential 
war 
powers — a matter in which 
I am much involved — and 
committee

has

continuing in regard to work

respect to a 
somewhat far-

en­

The im­ 
portance of this restriction is 
that if Federal funds were fully 
available for these day to day 
purposes, there would be great 
danger that all of the Federal 
money would be diverted into' 
paying local salaries and would 
not be available tor the new 
d e p a r t u r e s and innovative 
practices in criminal law en­ 
forcement which are supposed 
to be the underlying purpose of 
the 
Federal 
program. 
This 
amendment prevailed; 
and I 
was also successful during the 
debate: .in, helping to turn aside 
som e 
crippling 
a m endments 
which would have loaded the 
bill 
down 
with 
matter 
not 
relevant to the purposes of the 
bill. 
Legal Services Corporation 
The House sat long and late 
on the highly controversial bill 
to set up 'the Legal Services 
C o r p o r a t i o n which finally 
passed — I voted no — carrying 
a long and variegated series of 
floor amendments. I recognize 
end am sympathetic to the need 
for legal aid to the poor. I am 
not sure that this aid should 
be accomplished at the Federal 
level, but, I would accept the 
use 
of 
Federal 
funds 
in 
assistance to private, State and 
local efforts, under some sort 
of a system devised to aid the 
individual and allowing him, 
with this aid, to pick his own 
attorney. This is not the ap­ 
proach of the bill passed by 
the 
House. 
My 
views 
were 
expressed during the debate, 
and were in part, as follows: 
“ Mr. Speaker, 1 have had, 
and 
have, 
mixed 
emotions 
regarding legal services. 
“ I am not insensitive to the 
need for legal services to the 
poor. Like most lawyers in our 
small towns and medium-size 
cities I have .spent a good part 
of my life .giving legal services 
to the poor, from time to time, 
in the course of my practice 
of the law. This sort of informal 
legal aid is an honorable and 
long-time part of the tradition 
of the legal profession. 
“These informal services — 
although 
very widespread — 
may be insufficient to meet toe 
problem. 
Perhaps 
more for­ 
malized, but privately financed, 
legal aid is not sufficient. Even 
so, 
serious questions remain 
whether the Federal govern­ 


ment rather than private, local, 
and State agencies should meet 
this need; and whether, if toe 
Federal government is to take 
action, there may not be better 
methods than the Legal Serv- 
i c e s 
Corporation 
approach 
which is embodied in this bill. 
“Indeed, 
one 
of the 
best 
provisions 
in. 
the: 
pending 
mea.sure is that providing for 
the study of other methods — 
such as judicare, a voucher 
s y s t e m , 
revenue 
sharing, 
contracting with law firms, and 
so on. 


“Logic and prudence would 
seem, to' suggest, however, that 
such a study might well precede 
the establishment of a new, 
expensive, 
and 
far-reaching 
system, rather than following as 
an apparent afterthought when 
t h a t 
system 
is 
being 
established. 
“The rich — so long as there 
are any rich — will always be 
able to afford, legal services. If 
this bill becomes law the poor 
will have such services fur­ 
nished to them at the public 
expense. What happens to the 
man of the middle class, the 
taxpaying 
and 
tax-providing 
millions who are neither rich 
nor poor? 
“What of the small private 
employer, or the local govern­ 
mental 
'unit, 
against 
whom 
some action is brought under 
this 
bill 
by 
self-described 
‘lawyers for the poor’, backed 
by the full resources of the 
Treasury of the United States? 
“Assistance with the personal 
and individual legal problems 
of the .poor is one: thing.. It is 
easy to sympathize with, the 
idea of legal aid in such fields 
at landlord and tenant, vendor 
and 
purchaser, 
master 
and 
servant (to use the old legal 
phraseology) 
and 
domestic 
relations, for example. Likewise 
with respect to the criminal law 
— which, however, is a, field 
not covered by this legislation. 
“It is much less easy to 
sympathize 
with 
using 
the 
taxpayers’ 
money to finance 
far-reaching 
c l a s s 
actions 
brought by liberal or radical 
young lawyers, and sometimes 
designed far less to add any 
individual client than to bring 
a'bout alleged social reforms of 
their own preference, measures 
w h i c h 
the 
duly 
elected 
representatives of the people 
have never seen fit to initiate. 
“One 
valid 
test 
of 
the 
philosophy and intentions of the 
advocates of this bill is to take 
note of the committee actions. 
“The bill, in toe first place, 
was not sent to the Judiciary 
Committee in the jurisdiction of 
which it plainly lies, but to the 
Committee on Education and 
Labor. 
“What did that distinguished 


committee do? 
“ First, it took a bill .so drawn 
as to at toast attempt to confine 
its 
benefits to the poor by 
means of a financial test of 
eligibility, 
and 
redrew 
the 
eligibility 
standards 
in 
such 
broad and generalized terms 
that only toe 'Conscience of the 
administrators 
can deter.mine 
who will qualify. 
“Second, it tok a bill which 
provided for citizens’ suits to 
see to it that toe statute was 
followed 
in 
the 
law’s 
ad­ 
ministration, and removed the 
section 
providing 
for 
these 
actions’. 
“Third, it took, a bill, designed 
to discourage frivolous appeals 
at public expense and watered 
down the language 
imposing 
these restrictions. 
“ Fourth, it took a bill which 
forbade 
political 
activity 
by 
Legal 
Services 
lawyers 
and 
effectively 
emasculated 
these 
provisions. 
“ Fifth, it took a bill which 
restricted so-caled training in 
‘political advocacy’ and sub- 
s t a n t i a 11 y weakened these 
restrictions. 
“Sixth, it reported out a bill 
which provides nothing what- 
s o e v e r 
to 
restrict 
the 
harassment of so-called 
and 
som times politically motivated 
‘class 
actions’, 
which 
have 
caused so much of the criticism 
of legal services. 
“It 
took 
various 
other 
similarly oriented actions. It did 
all this without holding com­ 
mittee hearings. 
“Under these circumstances it 
is not too much for those of 
us 
who 
are 
sympathetic 
to 
Legal Aid, but skeptical of this 
social approach, to withhold any 
vote of approval on our part 
for a better bill, upon another 
day.” 
National Science Foundation 
Authorization 
The National Science Foun­ 
dation authorization bill was 
controversial chiefly as to Sec. 
2 , 
an 
“ anti-impoundment” 
section 
written 
in 
by 
the 
committee in an effort to force 
the President to spend funds 
apropriated or to make any 
withholding or transfers con­ 


form to a. committee formula, 
rather 
than 
to 
executive 
discretion. 
I 
supported 
an 
amendment which was offered 
to strike out this section on the 
ground 
that 
it 
was 
ad­ 
ministratively 
unwieldy 
and 
that 
the 
impoundment 
issue 
should 
be 
considered 
in. 
separate legislation, and. ought, 
not to be handled piece-meal. 
The amendment failed, but I 
voted for the bill on final 
passage. 
Impoundment debate flared 
angrily in connection with H.R. 
8825, the appropriation bill for 
HUD, space, sceince, veterans 
and other independent agencies. 
The hi! came in from the 
committee $453,501,000 over the 
budget 
request; 
but 
it 
is 
generally understood that the 
President will not in fact spend 
the 
excess. 
Some 
members 
thought that language should 
have been written, into the bill

for programs administered by 
HUD. I did not, however, want 
to vote against appropriations 
for

damage by the “impoundment”

some of my 
colleagues complain about so 
loudly; 
but 
obviously 
the 
Congress ought itself to exercise 
t h e 
necessary 
budgetary 
restraint.
